Committee on Rules: Granted an open rule, with 1 hour 
of debate, on S. 2135, to authorize the Securities and 
Exchange Commission to delegate certain functions.

Committee on Rules: Denied a request for a rule on 
H.R. 5028, regarding settlement of claims of successor 
organizations for return of vested heirless property. 

Representative Mack was heard on the request for a 
rule. 

VETERANS’ AFFAIRS 

Committee on Veterans Affairs: Met in executive ses- 
sion and ordered reported favorably to the House the 
following bills: 

H.R. 297, to prohibit the award of contracts by the 
U.S. to certain persons; 

H.R. 6190, to provide for the payment to veterans of 
an amount equal to the cost of repairing or replacing 
certain prosthetic and other appliances damaged or de- 
stroyed as a result of certain accidents ; 

H.R. 7600, to revise the effective date provisions relat- 
ing to awards; 

H.R. 8517, to grant emergency officers’ retirement 
benefits to certain persons who did not qualify therefor 
because their applications were not submitted before 
May 25, 1929; 

H.R. 9737, to provide that Federal payments to State 
veterans’ homes shall not be reduced because of amounts 
collected from the estates of deceased veterans and used 
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for the benefit of the home or its inhabitants for recre- 
ational or other purposes not required by State laws; 

Hjt. 9747, to provide that where personal property 
taxes may not be imposed upon property of a serviceman 
located in a State, such taxes may not be imposed upon 
such property after he is transferred out of such State; 

H.R. 9922, regarding peacetime veterans suffering 
from noncompensable service-connected disabilities; 

H.R. 99C2, to provide an extension of the period 
within which certain educational programs must be 
begun and completed in case of persons called to active 
duty during the Berlin crisis; 

H.R. 10857, to provide vocational rehabilitation for 
certain blinded veterans; 

H.R. moo, to authorize special consideration for cer- 
tain disabled veterans suffering blindness or bilateral 
kidney involvement; and 

H.R. 12333, to permit, for 1 year, the granting of 
national service life insurance to certain veterans here- 
tofore eligible for such insurance.
